The Communists already had 
spurned an Allied offer to trade 
islands off North Korea for con- 
cessions in supervising an armis- 
tice, while defying UN demands 
for an arms freeze and truce in- 
spection teams in all of Korea. 
The Air Force has reported 
thousands of Communist vehicles 
streaming southward from the 
Manchurian border during the six 
days of the lull in ground fight- 
ing. More than 1,400 were seen 
and attacked Sunday night.

Some of the enemy vehicles 
were seen heading toward the 
Kaesong area, a few miles from 
the truce site. 

The negotiators met from 11 
a. m. to 1135 a. m. Monday and 
then recessed until 3 p. m. 

Dispatches from Munsan said 
negotiators were still so far apart 
on major issues—and getting fur- 
ther apart — that prospects for 
final agreement before the Dec. 27 
cease-fire line expires seemed re- 
mote. 

Communist negotiators had not 
yet given their formal answer to 
the Allied island offer, but pre- 
liminary indications were that the 
Reds would reject the proposal 
formally today.

Syrian Chief 
Quits; Colonel 
Is President 


DAMASCUS, Syria, Dec. 2—(). 
Pres, Hachem Bey Attassi, Syria’s 
aged and most respected politician, 
suddenly resigned Sunday and 
Col, Adib Shishekly took over sole 
executive authority. 

Shishekly, a 44-year-old newly 
risen “strong man” who has een 
the power behind the ‘scenes for 
the past two years, stepped boldly 
to the front of this Arab nation 
of 3,000,000. 

His first act was to dissolve 
Parliament, effective immediately, 
and to hint that new elections 
would ‘be held, presumably in the 
hope of removing the Populist 
Party from its leading position 
in the present body. 7 

In his capacity as chief of staff 
of the Syrian army and chief of 
the high military council, Shishek- 
ly issued “communique No. 2” ex- 
plaining President Attassi’s res- 
ignation, “military order No. 1” 
and “decree No. 1.” 

“Communique No. 1,” usually 
designating that a new regime has 
taken over power, was issued 
Thursday morning after Shishekly 
suddenly moved in and arrested 
the one-night pro-Russian Pre- 
mier, Dr. Marouf Dawalibi, and 
his cabinet before they could even 
take the oath of office.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2—(U.P). 
A violent Pacific gale blew itself 
out in the northern Rockies Sun- 
day after lashing northern Cali- 
fornia with  105-mile-an-hour 
winds that killed at least three 
persons, disrupted traffic and com- 
munications and forced temporary 
closure of the swaying Golden 
Gate bridge. 

The gale, accompanied by 
drenching rain, reached its peak 
shortly before 6 p. m. when hur- 
ricane-like guests set the world’s 
longest single span dancing and 
bobbing. 

Observers said the bridge was 
swaying at least 24 feet from side 
to side but a check of special 
measuring instruments Sunday 
proved the span swayed only four 
feet from side to side. But it 
bobbed seven feet in an up and 
down motion at the same time, 
making crossing hazardous.

Dulles Asks 

Asia Masses 
Non-Reds Asked 
To Join the Free 


D, Dec. 2—(?)— 


CLEVELAN 
John Foster Dulles appealed Sun-| 


day night to non-Communist Asia 
to forget its fears of a resurgent 
Japan and “western arrogance” 
and to join the free world lineup. 

At the same time he cautioned 
the West that it must work with 


the Orient on a basis of full equal-} 


ity if there is to be any partner- 
ship. 

Dulles, a major architect of the 
Japanese peace treaties, said fears 
of Japan and of the West’s atti- 
tude are major obstacles to the 
development of security strength 
in the Pacific and Asia. 

He told the National Confers 
ence of Christians and Jews that 
as a result of its World War II 
defeat “the Japanese nation has 
“been thoroughly cured of the am- 
bition to conquer -Asia.” 

In any event he expressed hope 
that the new joint /American-Jap- 
aniese defense arfangement will 
work out in sucha way that 
Japan could not again become an 
offensive menace. ~ 

“The record of the United 
States in the Philippines,” Dulles 
said, “should reassure India and 
other countries as to American in- 
tentions in the Orient. 

“The leaders and peoples of 
free Asia need to see more clear- 
ly that the present eril comes 
from the new Soviet imperialism 
and that this peril can be met 
without reviving the old Western 
imperialism or jeopardizing the 
new sense of dignity and self-re- 
spect which have come to the 
peoples of Asia. 

“We Americans must realize 
that the free East and the free 
West are not going to join hands 
to preserve our common freedom 
unless our hand is a hand of fel- 
lowship which clasps the hand of 
the Oriental as that of an equal.” 

Dulles said that what happens 
in Japan within the coming 
months “will be critically impor- 
tant in showing that fellowship 
is possible.” He explained: 


“All of Asia is watching to see. 


what happens and much of Asia 
is skeptical that we can pass the 
test. India, for example, refused 
to sign the Japanese peace treaty 
because it did not require that 
the United States’ forces should 
be totally withdrawn from Japan 
and Okinawa. 

“India called for this because 
she did not believe that it would 
be possible for Americans to stay 
there and have friendly co-opera- 
tion with Japanese as equals. 

“India in this particular mat- 
ter seenied to align itself with the 
Chinese Communist line, which is 
that there cannot be ‘Asia for 
Asiatics’ unless all Westerners are 
rooted out of Asia. 

“That kind of an Asia would, 
of course, not be ‘Asia for the 
Asiatics’ but ‘Asia for the Rus- 
sian’, which is what the Commu- 
nists want. But that is apt to hap- 
pen unless we demonstrate a ca- 
pacity to work with Asians on a 
basis of equality.”

Alvin C. Graves, scientific direc- 
tor of all Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion tests. 


Mild-mannered and_ thought- 
absorbed, Dr. Graves weighed his 
words as he summed up. the 
AEC’s epochal 1951 test series. 


“Our knowledge of atomic 
weapons has been increased in 
the past year at a much greater 
rate than in any similar period,” 
he said. “Our advance almost 
equals all previous developments 
since the first nuclear detonation 
at Alamag»>rdo, N. M., in 1945.” 
Dr. Graves — wrapping up 2 
f-rmidable two-month job on the 
fall’series of seven explosions, no 
two alike—indicated that the 
stockpile of A-weapons has in- 
creased in just about the same 
proportion. In short, the nation 
probably has twice as many A- 
weapons as it had a year ago. 
The soft-spoken physicist who 
has been in on the U. S. atomic 
program from its inception in 
1942 made it plain that he was not 
saber-rattling. . 

“IT am not in the atomic busi- 
ness because I like to manufac- 
ture things that kill people,” he 
said. “I ai: thoroughly convinced 
that the reason we are not in a 
third world war now is because 


of the work the United States has 
done in atomic energy. 

“I’m doing what I am doing be- 
cause I believe it is the biggest 
contribution to the cause of 
peace.” 

Alvin Cushman Graves is an 
incapable of deception. Only 42, 
he bears physical scare of nuclear 
radiation, but wears them lightly 
in a manner as deliberate out- 
wardly as a midwestern farmer. 

Actually, he was born in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

He wasegraduated at the top of 
his class in 1931 from the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. He took his bache- 
lor’s degree in electrical engineer- 
ing at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology.

Resulting 
atomic fission sent a charge of 
nearly 800 roentgens—double the 
normal lethal does—into Slotin’s 
body before he pulled the brick- 
like masses apart. 

This act saved the laboratory 
and the lives of Graves and six 
others. Slotin died 10 days later. 
Graves received perhaps a fourth 
of the radiation dose Slotin got. 

Tests proved there didn’t ap- 
pear much hope of any further 
addition to the Graves family. 
Then little Alvin came along. 

But time has left another mark. 
A radiation cataract, stemming 
from the same incident, is gradu- 
ally dimming the sight of his left 
eye. 

Graves has seen 20 nutlear ex- 
plosions—most of which he su- 
pervised. 

Firsts apparently included: 
(1) the first baby A-bomb, Oct. 
22; (2) a delayed-reaction burst, 
Oct. 30; (e) perhaps the best- 
controlled big bomb ever deto- 
nated, Nov. 5; and (4) perhaps 
the first underground blast, 
Nov, 29.

This Was Milk, 
Not Bootleg Liquor 


Mr. Linder’s “little boys blue” have been 
at it again. “Agents of the Georgia commis- 
sioner of agriculture on Friday poured bluing 
into ntilk en route from Chattan6oga, Tenn., 
for sale in Georgia. 

The agents claimed that the Tennessee 
distributor did not have a Georgia permit. 

This was milk, mind you—hot slot ma- 
chines to be destroyed by sledge hammers 
nor contraband whiskey to be poured down 
the drain. 

This was milk, a fluid sécretéd by the 
mammary glands of cows for thé nourish- 
ment of young, their own and that of other 
species. It was the stuff babies drink, a nec- 
essary element for -proper nutrition. of 
adults, todo. 

This was Grade A milk by Tennessee 
health ‘department standards and the U. S. 
public health code. But allegedly it didn’t 
meet Mr. Linder’s standards and it didn't 
have a permit so thé Linder liéuténants 
poured. bluing in: it. 

It mever occurred to them to escort the 
milk truck back to the Tennessee line, its 
‘ cargo intact, 6r to tell the driver to take the 
milk and give it to an orphans’ home or to 
underprivileged children in Chattanooga. 

No, they wouldn’t think of that. 

Pour bluing in-it. That has beén the pro- 
cedure all the way from Camden County on 
the St. Mary’s to Catoosa and Chickamauga 
Creék.

WASHINGTON—One.w of the best indices of 


the present rélationship between American busi- 
néss and American politics is the condition of 


the Washington lawyers, 
fatter at a remarkable rate. 


whose tribe is increasing and growing 
Why the increase, and how fat they 


can get, is suggested by an experience of John J. McCloy. 


When McCloy was 
up his remarkable service at 
the War Department, he was of- 
fered a Washington law part- 
nership with a guaranteed in- 
come Of $350,000 a vear. The 
rather obscure man who made 
this fantastic offer had for- 
merly been an able but. mid- 
djé-Brade government official. 
He did his law business in a 
small suite of offices with ohe 
or twb clerks and two or thfee 
stenograbhers. But in proof af 
his good faith, he showed Mc- 
Cloy a list of retainers from 
large corporations amounting, 
to about $1,000,000 
annually. 

“The money’s nothing,” he 
told McClov. “If you don’t take 


don’t have to worry about do- 


‘ing anything you won't like to 


earn it. Thése businessmen pav 
me because I know my way 
around the government, and 
they don’t. There’s nothing 
wrong in showing people- the 
ropes. That’s all there is to it.” 

McCloy préferred to go into 
one of the great New York law 
firms—the vast law factori@s 
with national reputations, 
which in fact make smaller net 
profits than sevéral small 
Washington law offices. But 
McCloy’s. old-fashioned .finick- 
iness has. nothing to do with the 
moral of this tale, which is 
simply, that businessmen will 
now pav almost anything to 
ease their dealings with the 
government. 


The reasons for this are 
obVious endiizh. In the last 
twenty years, the government 
fas growh so enormous that 
it ig like a labytinth. It has 


_-also assumed so many novel 


functions and powers that 
government decisibis now 
affect the welfare of alinost 
all businesses. Guides through 
the labyrinth aré therefore in 
urgent demahd; ad this is 
the sourté of the influence 
business. 


The influéncé business has 
many permutations and combi- 
nations, not-all of them evil. 
You can él] knowlédge which 
is also influence, like MveCloy’s 
friend, who simply found out 
which Officials had the power 
to decidé his clients’ problems, 
and théh arrangéd for his cli- 
ents to méet those 6fficials. Or 
you can sell this kind of influ- 
ence, plug a little of & lot 6f 
impropet political tnfluefice. 

The more astute and richer 
corporations not only pay géh- 
erous inérs t6 réprésetita- 
tivés in "Washington; théy Also 


winding . 


And you 


seek to strengthen the hand of 
their ambassadors in the capital 
bv. making large political con- 
tributions. 

Sometimes the campaign 
funds go to individual politi- 
cians, for a sympathetic senator 
is a very useful thing. Some- 
times they are used to nourish 
powerful local political organi- 
zations—ah unpublished “Life” 
survey showed that in 1948, 
more than half the staté gov- 
ernments were dominated in 
this manner by various large 
business interests. And régular- 
ly, évery four years, the con- 
tributions of the businéssmén 
provide thé main sinews of war 
for the Démocratic and Repub- 
lican presidéntial campaigns. 


Many of these corporate con- 
tributions are made through 
dummies, aff@ written off As 
business expénses. The réal ob- 
ject of the contributors. is al- 
most’ invariably to havé sure 
friends at court, when regula- 
tions, or franchises, or tax mat- 
ters, or other things of impor- 
tance to businessmen are undeér 
govérnmental consideration. If 
you like to think of it that way, 
the whole process amounts to 
open corruption openly arrivéd 
at, in which the politicians and 
the businessmén are joiatly im- 
plicated. @ 


Yet in 
stances, both businessmén and 
politicians are under almost ir- 
resistible pressure. The politi- 
cians cannot meet the stéeply 
mounting cost of their cam- 
paigns without the contributions 
of the businessmen. Equally, 
the businessmen feel themsélveés 
at the mercy of the monster gov- 
ernment. They are inevieably 
tempted, when a few thousand 
dollars wisely invested in po- 
litical contributiéns may pay a 
return in millions, or tens of 
millions, or even, perhaps, hun- 
dreds of millions. And these are 
the sums at stake today in the 
Zovernmeént’s d®@cisions of is- 
sues affecting individual busi- 
nesses. 

The nub of the problem, in 
short, is that  contributidfis 
which corporations hardly féél 
aré matters of life-and death to 
campaigning politicians; while 
political décisions the public 
hardly noticés may méan sé- 
vére losses Or immense prodfits 
to the corporations. In this situ- 
ation, moral] lectures aré mére 
prating; for the corruption will 
go on as long as the témptation 
is so great. And the only wa? to 
solvé the problém is to remove, 
or St leasé to jéssen, the temp- 
tation.

To educate drivers in the prop- 
er speeds, “pacing” cars painted 
in stripes or bright colors could 
tour the city at the right speeds 
and other cars could catch on 
to the right speed to mAaintain 
by watching them. 

Let’s put 100 extra motor- 
cvclé patrolmeén on the strééts 
And cdévér thé city day and 
night for a spell, or until peo- 
ple learn that m6re than 30 
milés will not be tolerated. 

We néed action, and quick.

ECA and State department policy 
are apparently responsible. It is 
the second such reorganization 
since the State department de- 
cided to take over from the Army 
the administration of American in- 
terests in Austria. 

The first occurred over a year 
ago when Clyde King, chief, and 
William Giblin, deputy chief of 
ECA, were relieved of their duties. 
The most prominent persons in- 
volved in ECA’s latest changes are 
Gabriel T. Kerkes, chief of the 
trade and payments section; 
Fabian Linden, trade and finance 
analyst; Maurice Arth, program 
review officer and distributor of 
counterpart funds, and Wesley 
Cook, labor officer, all of whom 
have been dismissed. From the 
High Commissioner’s office, H. W. 
Jafinstone economic officer re- 
cently reporting on Austrian 
cartels, has been transferred out 
of Vienna. 


VARIED REASONS GIVEN 


Various reasons have been 
given by their superiors for these 
changes, including the necessity 
of pruning ECA to permit its in- 
corporation into the Mutual Se- 
curity Administration. Most of 
those affected, however, contend 
the real reason is that they have 
advocated stricter controls over 
Austrian use of Marshall aid and 
more stringent restriction of East- 
West trade through Austria.

Gan Make a Tree—- 


By MARTHA SMITH 


This year the stately sentinel 3 


of Chirstmas Eve ... the e, 
woodsy-smelling, glittering tree 
that touches the ceiling . . . need 
not stand alone. Or if you're 
an apartment-dweller with 
neither room nor inclination for 
a big tree, here’s the clever 
answer for you. 

Make, or buy, lamp shades 
that double as Christmas trees. 
If you’re making one like those 
pictured above, be sure to 
choose opaque or slightly trans- 
parent paper for the covering. 

Construction paper was used 
for. the triple-tiered tree. The 
base is made of a_ six-inch 
square of quarter-inch plywood. 
A stem on one-inch doweling 
should be firmly attached, with 
a two-inch disc of plastic foam 
centered over the dowel and 
pushed to the bottom to form 
a base. 

Now, wrap a set of Christmas 
lights around the doweling. 
Hold lights in place with elec- 
trical tape. Use eight lights 
for this kind of lamp, placing 
one in the top tier, three a lit- 
tle lower, and four at the lower 
portion for the bottom cone. 

Used in this manner, the light 
creates a three-dimensional 
effect. 

The single cone tree is made 
from gift wrapping paper 
striped with multi-colored foil. 
Decorative papers too thin to 
hold their shape can often be 
strengthened with plain white 
paper linings. 

Important warning: place 
cones and lights so bulbs do 
NOT touch the paper. 

If you’d rather buy, there’s 
a tree-lamp shade priced neg- 
ligibly. It’s colored in forest- 
true shades of green, and its 
sturdy projecting trigs will hold 
light Christmas ornaments, All 
that’s necessary to use it is to 
unscrew and remove the shade 
from a medium-size lamp. Re- 
place with this 16-inch high 
Christmas-tree shade.

1,500-Acre Recreation Area in Crisp 


Nears Completion As Memorial Park

CORDELE, Dec. 2—A 1,500-acre recreation area in Crisp 


County under construction as a joint project by the Georgia 
Parks Department, the Veterans of Foreign Wars and the 
safety education division of the State Department of Public 
Safety is scheduled to be open to the public by early spring.
